A report issued by the depariment 
of Finance shows that in the past two 
to three years about 47 million dollars 
have been loaned on housing schemes 
in the Dominion. A little over 22 mil- 
lion have been spent on the repair, 
improving and modernization of 
houses under the Home Improvement 
Act, and the balance under the Nation- 
al Housing Act and its predecessor 
the Dominion Housing Act. ‘The Na-

building season had therefore already 
passed before the act came into act- 
ual operation. Furtbermore there 
were adverse business conditions and 
the crisis in Europe to retard matters.
